Golden Soles, ‘Too, Were.Worn’ by 
Dames of Ancient Rome. 

The boots of Roman emperors were 
anriched with pearls and, diamonds, 
and the wealthier Romans sported the 
like decorations. ‘here were Roman 
women who ornamented their low 
shdes -with’ pearls and embroideries, 
gold and amber. There. were many 
whose dint soie= were of massive gould. 

Pliny, speaking of his own. time, 
says: “Our ladies are not content to 
adorn their wasking shoes alene with 
precious stones and: jewels, but even 
the slippers which they wear in their 
private apartments are decorated. Pre- 
cious stones do not suffice, Ther must, 
to be im fashion, tread on pearls and 
crowd their feet with ornaments like 
| ings.’ Julius Caesar wore high boots 
worked in gold and’ ornamented with 
pearls. ; 

Heliogabalus, who never wore a pair 
of boots more than: once, as he never 
wore the same ring twice, lad pre- 
cious stones set in them, and even 
cameos, Which excited the laughter of 
the populace because no one could see 
distinetly the cunning work of fam- 
ous artists. But his mother, who pre- 
sided over a senate of women, forbade 
women to wear shoes adorned with 
precious stones, as she‘prescribed the 
dresses that should be worn, yet she 
was a woman of wildly free life, in 
comparison with whom’ the Empress 
Messalina was a timid prude. 

Alcibiades invented a boot that was 
named after him and became a great 
favorite, but we are not told whether 
it were luxuriously foppish. What 
were the Sicyonian shoes that Cicero 
refused to wear, thinking them effemi- 
nate, although he admitted they were 
comfortable? Anglo-Saxon pritices and 
dignitaries of the church wore shoes 
sot. off with gold. Charlemagne on 
state occasions danned shoes adorned 
with gems. The shoes of Henry VI.

One of the most extraordinary per- 
sons in Paris te-day is Mme. de The- 
bes—prop'ietess, Alexander Dumas fils 
knew of her extracrdinary powers of 
clarovoyance and saw many proofs of 
it. From then till now her fame, in- 
stead of decreasing and disappearing 
as is generally the case with the 

tmodern prophetess, hes increased in 
a most remarkable manner, 

The young Dumas was Mme.’ de 
Thebes godfather, and when she was 
endeavoring t~ dccide what profession 
to adopt, after bad health prevented 
her from going on the stage, she was 
drawn into a study of the magic and 
mysteries of the East, by a novel 
which: Dumas fils: was: then engaged 
upon—‘‘La Route de ‘Thebes.’ The 
title of the book—never finished. oy 
the way—suggested to.the young lady 
an. appropriate. name for herself as 
_prophetess. 

She made-a special study of the 
lines of the hand, benefitting bs the 
instruction. of the best:‘tmasters.’’ She 
was very beautiful, and even to-day, 
when her hair is white, her face pre- 
serves its freshness, charm, and reg- 
ularity. of line. Soon all Paris was 
flocking to her rooms, so that she 
might lift for them a corner of the 
curtain which veils the future.
